For generations of Collector's, the first 
numismatic reference is the annually 
published Guide Book of United States 
Coins (known simply as the Red Book 
because of its iconic cover). The first coin 
you encounter in that book is the Mexican 
“Pillar” dollar, or 8 Reales. This iconic coin 
was struck from 1732 to 1771, and served 
as specie in the colonial economy. The 
entire American monetary system of dollars 
used the 8 Reales as its model, and much 
of American Colonial paper money was 
backed by “Spanish Milled Dollars’--this coin. Spanish colonial coins circulated in day to day transactions as legal tender in the 
United States until 1857. 


The coin we are offering here is boldly struck and quite distinctive with an intensely reflective, prooflike luster. A lovely 
honey-gold with rich amber accents toward the rims add a wonderful depth to the eye appeal. 


PCGS 3, NGC 4. There are a handful of this date graded finer, but it is unlikely many have this great eye appeal. A great coin for 
anyone building a set of silver dollar type coins to represent “where it all began.”

Aside from 
a few teeny ticks and lines, the surfaces are smooth and 
retain a wonderful, wholesome look and we have seen coins 
graded XF that do not have the bold detail or good looks of 
this early dollar. 


PCGS 44, NGC 10. The most recent PCGS-graded coin sold 
in April 2016 for $5,170 (that coin was CAC). The current 
PCGS Price Guide value is listed at $6,500 and this really 

eye appealing coin should see premium bidding. 


PCGS# 6865 | ESTIMATE: $4,000+ 


B-2, BB-81. This is the only die marriage for this variety, and 
a tough R-3 with perhaps 500-900 known in all grades. 


The presently offered example saw years of circulation; 
but the wear is even, and with only a few minor scuffs and 
marks on the reverse, the surface quality and eye appeal are 
well above average for the assigned grade. This example has 
moderate tone and is very attractive for a VF25 


PCGS 22, NGC 2. The last one to sell brought $5,405 in April 
2017, and it did not have the eye appeal of this coin, nor did 
the one in the March 2017 mid-winter ANA sale, that brought 
$5,581. The current Collector's Universe value is listed at 
$6,750. This coin is certainly worthy of any variety set of Bust 
dollars and keep in mind this is not a variety that comes nice, 
so be prepared to duke it out to add this one to your set!

An amazing, high grade survivor! Dave Bowers estimates 
that perhaps 100-175 examples survive in all grades, and 

his most recent list of “Notable Specimens” range in grade 
from AU58 to XF45. 


This GEM AU has a bold, totally original look. Richly toned 
on both the obverse and reverse, a wealth of underlying 
satiny silver luster glows from under the dove, pewter, gold, 
and olive patina. Ms. Liberty, the eagle, and all the devices 
are criply struck and retaining bold definition with only the 
slightest hint of high point friction. 


PCGS 5, NGC 2, CAC 3. No CAC approved AU55s have 
ever sold in auction (an NGC AU55+ CAC sold in June 
2016 for $11,750). All the AU55s that have previously 

sold in auction were B-4, BB-232 which is a much more 

common variety. As such, this condition census B-1, 
BB-231 should bring a strong premium from the early 
dollar specialist!

“There is an 
almost mythological aura surrounding coins from the Carson City mint,” explains Senior 
Numismatist, Greg Cohen. “Any specialized offering, especially of the gold coins, creates a 
stir in the collecting community. While the eagles and double eagles are more commonly 
offered, the half eagles are a very challenging series to collect, but unlike the other two 
series, none are cost prohibitive.

This coin is solidly among the top-ten 
examples graded at PCGS, and tied for FINEST seen at 
CAC. While rare-date gold scholars have written that this 
date does appear with more frequency than most other 
dates in the 1870s, in AU grades itis a rarity, a fact that has 
not changed in the nearly 40 years since David Akers wrote / 
his auction analysis on U.S. gold coins. f 


Semi-brilliant, satiny surfaces show off a strong cartwheel 
luster that shows off the bright yellow gold color. For the 
issue, the fields are generally smooth, devoid of the heavy 
marks that often appear on gold issues from the “old west” 
mint. There are a few minor ticks and lines that we note 
under a strong glass, but they do not detract from the 
strong eye appeal. The devices are boldly struck, offering 
impressive detail on both the obverse and reverse devices, 
with only the slightest touch of softness at the extreme 
central details. The eye appeal is exceptional for an early 
Carson City gold coin. 


PCGS 7, NGC 7, CAC 3. This coin is solidly in the Winter 
Condition Census, listed in “Gold Coins of the Carson 

City Mint, published in 2001. A very close match to the 

#3 coin in the listing, as the Nevada Collection Duplicate, 
earlier ex Dr. Larry Cutler Collection, Heritage, March 2, 
1991, lot 5452, and the Winter Plate Coin. Our consignor 
acquired this coin in 2007 privately. Finer than both Bass 
coins, which are both PCGS AU55, and one is ex Eliasberg 
Collection. The combined PCGS and NGC Population 
figures show four coins graded finer, the finest of which 

is an NGC MS63. The finest PCGS coin is a 62, which is 
thought to be the #2 coin in the Winter census, which is ex 
Auction ‘79 and Auction ‘80 and serves as the Akers Plate. 


The most recent PCGS AU58 CAC example sold in March 
2017, and realized $42,300. That was the first time in over 
a decade that a PCGS-graded example sold in auction, 
the one prior to that was the Old West Collection coin 
sold in ANR’s August 2006 auction. There has not been an 
NGC-graded example sold in nearly seven years, clearly, 
these are very rarely seen out in the market place and an 
opportunity like this should not be taken lightly. It may be 
years again before another beautiful 1871-CC 

becomes available.

A high-end, condition census 72-CC $5. Survival estimates 
range from 70-80 (per Doug Winter), to 92 (PCGS 
CoinFacts), to 125-150 (Rusty Goe); with this coin among 
the TOP TEN graded by PCGS, it is an important coin for any 
Carson City gold collection. Note, no Mint State survivors of 
this date are even rumored to exist, and David Akers noted 
that “most known specimens are well worn with Fine and VF 
being typical.” 


Rich, medium gold coloration blankets both the obverse 
and reverse of this impressive Choice AU survivor. Ample 
golden luster survives in the recesses of the design elements. 
Typically, the few survivors of the original 16,980 struck 
display weakly struck devices, this coin, while not fully 
rendered, the design elements are generally sharper than 
the average 72-CC. This weakness is noted at the centers, 
but Liberty's curls are fully delineanated, and there is some 
softness of the eagle’s neck feathers. The peripheral details 
are strong in contrast. A neat, frost luster does swirl in a 
light, accenting the subtle amber-orange hues that add depth 
to the eye appeal. That appeal is unmarred by any serious 
marks or cuts that often plague AU examples of CC gold, and 
this coin does not possess that bright-neon yellow gold that 
you often see on the heavily processed coins. 


PCGS 7, NGC 8, CAC 4. PCGS and NGC have each graded 
3 coins in AU58. Clearly at these grades, we believe that 
there is duplication of the same specimen being resubmitted 
in hopes of getting higher grades. The finest is the ex Battle 
Born coin, now in a PCGS AU58 holder, NO MINT STATE 
coins are known! Harry Bass had three examples graded 
AUS50 by PCGS at the time of the Bass sales: one ex Superior 
February 1972; one ex Miles Collection; and the last, ex Alto 
Collection. The first coin ended up in an NGC AUS55 holder 
and ranks as #3 on the Winter census (2001). Our consignor 
purchased this coin in 2007.

A bold, satiny 
luster has a almost glossy texture. While a strong glass 
reveals a few ancient lines and a few old circulation marks, 
the naked eye appeal is exceptional. Both sides feature 
very well struck up design elements, with only a touch of 
weakness at the azure of the shield. Struck from Winter 

1-B dies, which features a bold doubled die reverse. This 
doubling is easily seen at FIVE D. 


PCGS 6, NGC 9, CAC 4. There are only two coins finer 

at PCGS, the Robison-Hawn-Battle Born collection coin 

in MS61 and the MS$63 coin that last sold in 2007 for 
$103,500. This coin sits firmly in the Winter condition 
census, as well as the PCGS CoinFacts census. Our 
consignor purchased this coin in 2013, and it does not 
match any of the AU55s that appear in our auction 
database. No CAC-approved AUS5S has ever sold in 
auction, The most recent PCGS-graded example sold in 
August 2017, realizing $20,563. The current PCGS Price 
Guide value is $22,500. Anyone working on a specialized 
set of Carson City gold needs to reflect that this handsome 
AU55 is tied for third finest graded at PCGS. With the two 
Mint State coins presumably in strong hands, who knows 
when a comparable opportunity might occur. Be sure to 
view this beauty and bid accordingly!

$5 1876-CC PCGS AU58 CAC 

The 1876-CC is a unique case study in the Carson City half 
eagle set. It boasts the lowest mintage of all CC-mint fives, 
standing at a production level of 6,887--however, its rarity 
is overshadowed by other, more famous dates in the series-- 
but David Akers wrote that it is “approximately the same 
rarity as the 1871-CC, 1872-CC, and 1877-CC, and alittle 
more rare than the 1874-CC.” The survival estimates suggest 
somewhere between 100 and 125 survive in all grades, and 
the typical survivor is usually seen in XF or lower grades. 
Because of improvements made at the Carson City mint, the 
quality of production vastly improved in 1876, and all the 
half eagles were produced in the second half of the year. The 
improvements resulted in better quality of striking of gold 
coins, as earlier date CC-gold have weak or uneven strikes. 
Only a single die pair was used and all known examples 
have a large die lump on Liberty’s neck. 


Like sometimes seen on high grade examples of the issue, 
the fields offer a distinctive, semi-reflective luster that grabs 
the viewer's attention from across the room. A light rose 
tinge to the brilliant golden surfaces accents a strong strike, 
clearly the improvements made to the machinery had its 
desired effect! Every detail is razor sharp from an exacting 
blow from the dies. We do note that under a glass, some 
minor abrasions are visible, acquired during its brief time in 
wild west commerce. 


PCGS 3, NGC 7, CAC 1. The coin offered here is solidly in 
the condition census--arguably the 3rd finest known, as it is 
the only CAC approved AU58. Indeed, it is bested by only an 
NGC MS61 and the monster Eliasberg-Battle Born MS66. As 
a clue to the difficulty finding an example of this date is, the 
extensive Old West Collection sold by ANR in 2006 lacked 
an example. Our consignor purchased this coin in 2007. The 
most recent example to sell in auction was the ex Nevada 
Collection (listed as as Winter condition census #3, and 

the plate coin in the 2001 Winter book) sold for $37,600 

in the September 2016 sale of the Twelve Oaks Collection. 
The only other PCGS coin to sell in the October 1999 Bass 
ll Auction. Even nearly 20 years ago, that coin realized 
$26,450. The current PCGS Price Guide value is listed at 
$35,000, and keep in mind the only higher grade PCGS 
coin is a $450,000+ item, so any collector building the 
FINEST PCGS-graded set needs to prepare for a drawn out 
bidding competition. What a great coin for any serious gold 
collection. We can see this coin far surpassing our estimate!

The various 
references suggest about 125-135 exist in all grades, and 
the typical survivor is in VF or low end XF; in high-end AU, 
as here, this date is EXTREMELY RARE! Over shadowed 
somewhat by other dates, the 77-CC is a real sleeper in the 
series. The presently offered “GEM” AU coin is among the 
finest extant, and a delight to behold! 


A very attractive example that displays an abundance of 
greenish gold overtones with subtle hints of rose, brought 
out by the impressive satin-like frost. The luster really does 
bloom in the fields around the crisply embossed devices. 
Some light friction is seen on the high points and using a 
powerful loupe, a few tiny lines and ticks are found with 
effort. A collector could search for a decade, or more to 
find a more visually appealing example, and still come up 
empty handed! 


PCGS 4, NGC 5, CAC 2. Clearly in the condition census 
for the date. There are currently 3 coins listed in Mint State 
finer at PCGS, representing perhaps 2 different coins. The 
MS60 is the Bass coin that is now in a PCGS MS62 holder. 
Other than that, there is a 61 on their population report 
that never sold in auction. Winthrop Carner-Battle Born 
coin, was the most recent PCGS AU58 to sell in auction. 
The presently offered coin possesses a much better eye 
appeal and technical quality. The Battle Born coin sold 

for $20,700 in August 2012, and the ONLY other AU58 

to sell in auction was the NGC coin from the H. Lang 
Collection sold back in July 2002 (realizing $29,900).

The 1878-CC is a major rarity, and arguably rarer than 

the 1870-CC. From an original mintage of 9,054, survival 
estimates range from 60-70 known (Doug Winter, 2001), 

97 (PCGS CoinFacts), to 90-120 (Rusty Goe). The presently 
offered coin is among the FINEST graded by NGC, only three 
coins are graded higher. There are no coins finer than 

AUS58 at PCGS. 


The presently offered coin has a great, original look. A 
glowing mint bloom appears from below a lovely greenish 
gold tone with rose-gold highlights. As the fields hit the light, 
your eye is captivated by the flash seen in the protected 
recesses of the devices. Upon close magnification with a 
glass, you will find some friction in the fields and a few stray 
marks, but no where near the choppy surfaces you would 
normally see on examples of this date. None of these are 
visible to the naked eye. The dies imparted a bold impression 
on the planchet with only some minor weakness of strike 
noted, but overall better than usually encountered. Doug 
Winter explains that the strike is typically found stronger on 
the reverse than on the obverse, and sometimes the reverse 
can look a full grade higher than the obverse, due to this 
striking weakness. Liberty’s hair curls are fully formed and 
separated, though a touch flat at the highest points. 


PCGS 4, NGC 9. Our consignor purchased this coin in 
March 2007, and at the time, between the two services, 
there were three or four coins graded AU58--today, if 

you include the two reported AU58+s that are on the 

NGC Census, there are 15 graded. Clearly there are some 
resubmissions of the same coin on the population figures. 
PCGS has not graded anything finer, NGC has 2 coins in 
AU58+ and a single Mint State coin called MS63 (which has 
never sold in auction). This coin’s quality certainly lands it 
squarely in the condition census for the date. David Akers 
noted that the 1870-CC appeared more often than the 
1878-CC in his analysis put together nearly 40 years ago, a 
statistic that still rings true in high grade. The last NGC AU58 
sold in September 2017, realizing $38,775. Prior to that, a 
PCGS AU58 with a similar look and great provenance sold 
for $47,000. The current PCGS Price Guide lists a value of 
$52,500. As one of the finest known examples with its great 
looks, we would not be shocked if this coin surpassed our 
estimate.

Beginning in 1879, the mintages for Carson City gold coins 
began to increase, making this the first, in Doug Winter's 
words, “that is relatively easy to obtain, especially in lower 
grades...it is very scarce in higher circulated grades and 
extremely rare in full Mint State.” Of the 17,281 initially 
struck, perhaps 200-250 exist in all grades, most in VF and 
XF. AU58s lie at the low end of the condition census, and 
their populations are likely inflated by regrades. 


This coin last sold in auction as part of the Old West 
Collection, ANR, August 2006, lot 1331, where it was 
cataloged in part as: “A brilliant, lustrous, and very 
attractive coin--lots of eye appeal here! The striking is 

quite good on both sides, with just slight evidence of 
lightness. The luster is rich...” To that we will point out 

the exceptional color. Rich honey-gold blooms with the 
amazing, vibrant mint brilliance. The quality of this coin 
was noted a few months after the auction, where Doug 
Winter opined, “In my opinion, the Old West 1879-CC was 
just gorgeous and I could see it grading MS61 on a good 
day.” While no one will guarantee that, we can say that this 
coin is about as close to Mint State as you can hope to get 
without the holder saying “MS.” 


PCGS 14, NGC 26, CAC 4. At the time this coin was 

last sold in auction, only 2 Mint State coins were graded 
finer. In the nearly 12 years since, there are now 6 

graded Mint State, with the finest being MS62. This coin 
brought $12,650 back in August 2006, and our consignor 
purchased it from our sister firm, Legend Numismatics in 
2009. No CAC-approved example has ever sold in AU58 

at auction. More recent examples do not have the quality 
or eye appeal, and have sold for around $10,000 and the 
current PCGS Price Guide value is $12,500. With a Mint 
State coin being worth in the $20,000+ range, this very 
high-end AUS58 has a lot to offer and we can see it bringing 
its previous auction record, or more, when it crosses the 
block in 2018!

While the mintage of half eagles jumped in 1880 to 51,017, 
precious few were saved by contemporary Collector's, as 
evidenced by today’s population reports, this date is VERY 
RARE In Mint State. Even with the higher mintage, in David 
Aker's seminal work, he noted that the 80-CC appeared with 
about equal frequency as the lower mintage 79-CC. Survival 
estimates range from 275 to 600 in all grades, but PCGS 
CoinFacts estimate 11 coins in Mint State--the finest being 
the MS63 that was in the Battle Born Collection. 


The Oak Crest coin will long be remembered for its pleasing 
natural yellow gold with subtle rosy accents. A strong 
retained luster has an ember-like glow particularly around 
the rim and around the date. The reverse has a nearly full 
cartwheel luster. The strike is quite strong on both sides with 
nearly full definition on both sides. Minimally abraded, a 
strong glass reveals a few light friction lines but the look is 
very high-end for the grade. 


PCGS 34, NGC 44, CAC 6. This is the highest grade to 
receive a CAC approval. PCGS and NGC combined have 
graded 24 in all grades finer, from AU58+ to the sole MS63. 
No CAC approved examples in AU58 have ever sold in 
auction. Going back to 1995, our auction database shows 
exactly 19 PCGS AUS58s sold in auction; think about that; 

in 23 years, that comes out to less than one appearance 

per year. The most recent examples (again not CAC) sold 
for between $5,000 and $6,500. Currently, the Collector's 
Universe value is $6,600. This coin has been off the market 
since the collector bought it in 2008. This very attractive coin 
will see competitive bidding from specialists, good luck!

And from a mintage of over 50,000 in 1880, the 1881-CC 
mintage dropped to 13,886, making it the RAREST date 
from the 1880s, and its total survival rate is comparable to 
some of the much higher priced dates of the early 1870s. 
Dave Akers wrote in his classic reference on half eagles 
that “The 1881-CC is a very rare coin in any condition but 
for some unknown reason it as received little recognition 
as a rarity. It is by far the rarest Carson City Half Eagle after 
1878 and, in fact is fully in the same rarity class as the 
dates from 1871 to 1877.” In 2001, Doug Winter estimated 
that between 70 and 80 survive in all grades; PCGS 
CoinFacts estimates 115, and in the Battle Born Catalog, 
Rusty Goe estimates between 150 and 190. 


A tich coppery orange gold patina dominates with accents 
of green-gold throughout. The strike is above average for 
the date, which is generally poorly struck, we do note some 
weakness in the centers. Often seen dull and grainy, this 
Oak Crest coin does have a more satiny frost and there are 
hints of cartwheel luster on the reverse. 


PCGS 13, NGC 5, CAC 4, There are only 10 examples 
graded higher and the two finest (a PCGS MS65 and 

an NGC MS66 are not included in the 2001 Winter/ 
Halperin Census and Rusty Goe noted that they had never 
been verified. The finest to ever sell in auction was the 
extensively pedigreed NGC MS63+ CAC that sold as part 
of the Battle Born Collection. The Old West Collection coin 
was an NGC MS62. There was only one PCGS/CAC AU58 
to sell in auction, a coin that sold for $12,925 in July 2013. 
Prior to that coin, we can trace three PCGS coins that have 
sold in auction going back to 2005. The current PCGS Price 
Guide value is listed at $13,500 and keep in mind that any 
Mint State coin is extremely rare and will cost well into the 
$20,000 range. This coin is truly a great example of this 
very rare, and under rated date. Collector's really should 
take note as to how great an opportunity this is!

In 1882 the mintage “yo-yo” continued, with 82,817 coins 
struck, the highest mintage of half eagles since the mint 
opened in 1870. Survival estimates range from source to 
source, but go as high as perhaps 750-950 in all grades. 
Near the top of the condition census, and is tied in grade 
with the Old West/Battle Born Collection coin, PCGS has 
graded just a single MS62+ finer (and NGC lists a single coin 
in each 62+ and 63). 


Rich orange in color, the surfaces are somewhat grainy in 
texture, but the surfaces show a strong underlying brilliance. 
The devices are very nicely struck, and both sides show 
essentially full, crisp definition. Despite the texture, the eye 
appeal is quite nice! 


PCGS 7, NGC 5. Our consignor bought this coin in 2007, 
but it does not match the two NGC MS62s sold that year. It 
seems to match the description of the coin in the September 
1999 Goldberg sale: “This is a pretty satisfying example, 
kept from the 63 level by a diminishment of luster, not by 
its general look. A rare coin this nice.” That did not meet 
reserve, but we cannot plate match it. Since 2011, all PCGS 
graded MS62s that have sold in auction brought in the 
general $14,000-$15,000 range.

than generally acknowledged, especially in higher grades.” 
This agrees with David Akers notes where he stated, “I 
have only seen two strictly uncirculated examples.” PCGS 
CoinFacts and the 2001 reference note that perhaps 3-4 
Mint State coins exist. A few more than that are listed on 
the population reports, but since they are clustered at 61, 
they probably represent some duplicate submissions. 


Well struck throughout with a bold, satiny mint frost on 
both sides. Medium, honey-wheat toned golden surfaces 
have a very nice brilliance, particularly around the devices. 
Under close inspection there are a few tiny lines that can 
be seen, as well as an insignificant bag mark or two, but 
none detract from the nice eye appeal that this Condition 
Census 83-CC has. 


PCGS 0, NGC 2. Neither of these NGC coins have been 
sold via auction. Our consignor purchased this coin in 
2007 and is not the former PCGS MS61 that sold in the 
February 2007 Goldberg auction for $14,950 (which is #3 
in the 2001 census. An NGC MS61 sold in August 2014 
for $18,213. Only a single PCGS MS63 (ex Battle Born 
Collection) is graded finer. That coin brought $43,125 in 
August 2012. Since no PCGS MS62 has been graded, there 
is no Collector's Universe value assigned; in MS61 it is 
$21,500 and in MS63 it is $44,000. Certainly this coin is 
worth a bid somewhere within that wide range. Here is a 
VERY RARE and important opportunity for any advanced 
CC gold collector! Do not take it lightly.

The mintage stayed relatively low in 1884, as only 16,402 
half eagles were struck, and is similar in terms of rarity

Very scarce in all grades, 
and a major rarity in Mint State. 


This is an attractive example with hints of reflective luster 
in the fields. Ms. Liberty and the eagle are very well struck 
up and the details are crisply rendered from an exacting 
blow from the dies. This Mint State coin was not listed in 
the Winter/Halperin census in 2001, as it was discovered 
more recently in a European bank holding. Consistent with 
coins from similar sources, there is a thin layer of russet-gold 
“yault dust” over deeper orange-gold tinges. Both sides 
show a scattering of minor contact marks that account for 
the assigned grade, Overall the look is quite nice, totally 
original, and truly Mint State. 


PCGS 2, NGC 6. We think there is duplication at NGC, 
based on the number of auction appearances. Here is a clue 
to the rarity in Mint State: both the Old West and Battle Born 
Collections had a PCGS 58--they did not get a Mint State 
coin. The most recent MS61 to sell in auction was a PCGS 
coin, sold in Stack’s January 2007 sale of the Morgan Branch 
Mint Gold Collection, which fetched $29,900. The only 
NGC MS61 to sell in auction was in an October 2006 sale. 
The current Collector's Universe value is $35,000 and when 
this once a dozen year event occurs, who knows where the 
bidding will end--perhaps the price guides will have to be 
rewritten. Another prize for the advanced collector from the 
Oak Crest Collection!

Brilliant, yellow gold surfaces show off a strong satin mint 
luster with a rolling cartwheel affect on both the obverse 
and reverse. The details are boldly and sharply impressed. 
A very CHOICE piece that has just a tiny mark or two from 
an even loftier grade level. 


PCGS 32, NGC 17, CAC 5. Only a single CAC approved 

coin ever sold in auction, realizing $11,750 in June 2015. 
Back when our consignor bought this coin (in 2007) these 
were bringing between $15,000 and $17,000). The current 
Collector's Universe value is listed at $14,500 and it could 
end up bringing close to that. There are only 2 coins finer, 
the Battle Born coin in MS65 and one in MS66. A great 

coin for any Carson City or gold coin collector.

PCGS MS64 CAC-- that coin sold for $8,225. The current 
Collector’s Universe value is listed at $7,500. PCGS has 
graded a half dozen coins finer, 4 in 64+ and 2 in 65.

The wear is barely more than the slightest 
imperceptible friction and there are just as small number of 
tiny bag marks, The surfaces offer a glossy mint luster that 
shows a rich orange-red golden patina that is just a delight 
to behold.

After viewing 
the high relief on ancient Greek coins and observing the 
beautiful designs, he contacted his friend, world renowned 
sculptor Augustus St. Gaudens to redesign all the coins, from 
the cent to the double eagle. After about 24 experimental 
strikings of the Ultra High Relief, which proved unruly to 
strike in mass quantities, the reliefs were lowered, and the 
High Relief as we know it today was struck to the tune of 
11,250 pieces, divided between the flat rim and wire rim 
variants. Augustus St. Gaudens died of stomach cancer 
before he was able to see any example struck in its 

intended metal. 


Gorgeous, medium honey gold surfaces display a very 
seductive mint bloom.
